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SOURCES  OF  BI 0—  GAME  ANIMALS 

Government  Agencies  Having  Big  Game  Animals  for  Disposal 

Three  branches  of  the  United  States  Government  at  times  have  surplus  big 
game  animals  for  disposal,  chiefly  elk,  deer,  and  buffalo.  These  are  the  Biologi¬ 
cal  Survey  and  the  Ecrest  Service,  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  and  the 
Rational  Park  Service,  of  the  Department  of  the’  Interior. 

The  Biological  Survey  administers  several  big-game  reservations,  on  some 
of  which  buffalo  and  elk  are  produced  in  such  numbers  that  upwards  of  100  of  each 
are  now  being  disposed  of  annually;  there  are  occasionally  available  also  a  few 
mule  deer.  Animals  are  ordinarily  disposed  of  by  the  Department  of  .Agriculture 
under  bids,  solicitations  for  which  are  usually  called  for  late  in  July  or  early 
in  August  of  each  year.  Inquiries  regarding  obtaining  animals  from  the  Survey's 
preserves  should  be  addressed  to  the  "Chief,  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C." 

On  the  Wichita  Rational  Forest  and  Game  Preserve,  in  Oklahoma,  administered 
by  the  Forest  Service,  limited  numbers  of  buffalo  and  elk  are  obtainable. 

Inquiries  relative  to  animals  from  this  source  should  be  addressed  to  the  Super¬ 
visor  of  the  Wichita  Rational  Forest,  at  Cache,  Oklahoma.  From  the  Kaibab  Rational 
Forest  mule  deer  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Forest  Supervisor,  Kanab,  Utah.

Three  "branches  of  the  United  States  Government  at  times  have 
surplus  "big-game  animals  for  disposal,  including  Buffalo,  elk,  and  deer. 
These  are  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  and  the  Forest  Service,  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  National  Park  Service,  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior. 

Surplus  "buffalo  and  elk  in  the  herds  at  the  four  fenced  "big- 
game  preserves  administered  "by  the  Biological  Survey  are  disposed  of 
annually  in  order  to  prevent  overgrazing  of  the  ranges.  Occasionally 
there  are  also  available  for  disposal  a  few  deer.  In  the  sale  of  these 
animals  preference  is  given  to  applications  for  their  purchase  alive 
for  propagation  or  exhibition.  Under  the  law,  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  may  donate  big-game  animals,  when  they  are  available  from  area,s 
administered  by  the  Biological  Survey,  to  public  or  private  institutions 
for  exhibition  or  propagation.  All  costs  of  capturing,  crating,  and 
transporting  the  animals  from  the  preserves  must  be  borne  by  the  pur¬ 
chaser  or  donee.  Inquiries  about  obtaining  big-game  animals  from  the 
Survey's  preserves  should  be  addressed  to  the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Biologi¬ 
cal  Survey,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  Department  has  no  authority  to  donate 
animals  to  private  institutions  for  commercial  purposes  or  to  private 
individuals . 

Mule  deer  may  sometimes  be  obtained  from  the  Kaibab  National 
Forest,  Arizona,  and  inquiries  regarding  animals  available  from  this 
source  should  be  addressed  to  the  Forest  Supervisor,  Kaibab  National 
Forest,  Williams,  Arizona.  The  Forest  Service  sometimes  has  white¬ 
tailed  deer  from  the  Pisgah  National  Forest,  North  Carolina,  for  dis¬ 
posal  to  Federal  and  State  agencies.  Inquiries  regarding  these  deer 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Chief,  Forest  Service,  Washington,  D.  C.
